Aberhart did not deny in his 
statement, (he ex-magistrate’s charge 
that the Powell-Unwin case lay be- 
hind Mr, Gibson’s dismissal, Hie hint- 
ed darkly at the mecessity for “high 
ideals, discretion, and efficiency on 
the bench, but did not accuse Mr, 
Gibson explicity of failing to have any 
of those. He was quick to grasp at 
the point that Mr, Gibson had not yet 
made public the proofs of his charges. 
Of the Powell and Unwin case, the 
premier said that “most of us are so 
ashamed -we have tried to forget all 
about it,” He said that Mr. Gibsons 
belief that such an old case should 
cause dismissal “suggests his failing 
ability to weigh evidence,” 

He siill did not deny the truth of 
the charge, but he reverted to attacks 


on newspapers — particularly thie 
Journal -~ for having printed what 
Mr, Gibson said,

SOMETHING TO. THINK OVER 


OVER THE AIR ON TUESDAY EVENING came the surprising an- 
nouncement that United States Ambassador to London, Joseph Ken- 
nedy had attended a three hour meeting of the whole British Cabin- 
et at which the‘one and only subject matter of discussion appears to 
have been the present unsettled condition in Central topean 
affairs, and particularly what action, if any, the British Government 
would take in the event of Hitler attempting to coerce the Czechs 
by force in an effort to establish minority rights for Germans living 
there. 


If memory serves us correctly we believe Mr. Kennedy's 
attendance at this meeting does not create a new precedent. His 
predecessor in the Great War Days, Walter H. Page, attended sev- 
eral ‘meetings of the British Cabinet after the United States enter- 
ed the conflict. The reasons for that must be obvious. 

It becomes increasingly clear that conditions in Central 
Europe are alarming, otherwise how can Mr. Kennedy's move be ex- 
plained. It may only be another diplomatic move made with the 
purpose in view of showing Der Freuher that in the event of another 
conflict being contemplated it will be known in advance just where 
the United States stands. Hitler will indeed be bold if once again 
he dares defy the combined might of the British Empire, France and 
the United States and possibly others including Russia.

AGGRAVATING 'SPAIN’S WAR * 


CIVIL WARS—Real Civil Wars—are notoriously apt to be long 
dragging on to the point of exhaustion. Witness the Civil 
War in the United States, and the wars of the Great Rebellion 
in England and still {more persistent and cruel, the — Thirty 
Year’s War in central Europe. { 

The Spanish war once again illustrates the bitter- 
ness of internecine strife where both sides _ believe 
themselves fighting for an idea. But here it has been bar- 
barously aggravated and prolonged by outside Powers, Now 
General Franco's rejection of Britain's plan for withdrawl of 
outside forces kills the latest hope for removing that aggre- 
vation, And in view of the strength recently shown by the 
Loyalists, hopes for ending the struggle soon are not bright. 

From the very beginning the rebels had advantages 
which enabled them to take the initiative. They had most 
of the army and the navy, and the trained officers. They had 
Morocco, and Moors ~—- professional fighting men by tradition 
— available for recruitment. 

As the war went onthey would soon have become 
short of men, but troops from abroad came in — brigades of 
Italians, divisions of Italians, and finally whole army corps of 
Italians fully equipped with guns, airplanes and munitions. 
And after them picked men from Germany — technicians — and 


* from both Germany and Italy whole squadrons of bombers and 


fighting planes, led by officers who took professional pride in 
demonstrating the new art of totalitarian war. 

The war would soon have been ended by sheer 
superiority of machine power were it not that the government 
too had its foreign friends. Machine guns, artillery and air- 
planes came to it from Russia. and, until the embargo on ex- 
ports was imposed, even from the United States. Some came 
by ship some by air, some across the French Frontier. 

War on the front and behind; arrest‘and ejecution 
of suspects;....the devastation. of towns, factories, railways and 
the sources. of economic wealth. Far away the Powers talk 
and talk about nonintervention — about withdrawl of volun- 
teers. General Franco’s blunt message should show that talk 
is not enough.

CONFIDENCE NECESSARY 


FROM REMARKS MADE By Government members at Social 
Credit rallies held recently, Alberta intends to again try a pro 
vincially created money scheme. Apparently, the fundamen- 
tal defect of all phoney money schemes seems to escape the at- 
tention of Aberhartists, The particular form or material of 
which any given medium of exchange is made is not of great 
importance, .The important thing is its general acceptability 
It must circulate or exchange all commodities freely. This is 
dependent entirely upon the confidence the public has in it. 
Lack. of confidence is the vital defect inherent in all monetary 
failures, | Confidence in money itself, is a subtle, intangible 
quality that grow out of the belief and experience that ony given 
medium of exchange is based on real, not fictitious value and 
the possession will enrich, not impoverish the user or holder 
of it. . ‘ 

Whatever chance did exist for the introduction of a 
new kind of money (and there was no more propitious time 
than within the first three, months of Mr. Aberhart’s taking. of- 
fice) it does not exist now. If the administration had deliber- 
ately and knowingly tried to shake public confidence in its 
monetary ventures it could not have succeeded better’ than it 
has done and is still doing today. The fault lies almost en- 
tirely within. themselves. Take the question of Provincial 
Savings Certificates. Hard working, thrifty men and women 
citizens of this province, deposted their life savings in what, 
before the advent.of. the Social Credit-Government-was-eonsid=- 
ered to be a most secure place for such: savings. Upow 
for a return of their savings they are told a pro rata distribution 
of only 14 per cent-was available last year and this year only 
10 per cent, This means that over a period of two years only 
$24 out of every $100 deposited has been returned to the ave- 
rage citizen. The Government has, against the expressed 
will of the depositors retained $76 out of every $100 left with 
it for safe keeping. Social Crediters claim that money is not 
being borrowed from banks to finance government services, 
Nothing can be said of the “borrowing” ifit can be called that
